Four Ohio Army National Guard 
members were injured in a single- 
car rollover accident on Hartwick 
Pines Road near I-75 last Thursday. 

The Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Department was dispatched to the 
scene and found that two of the 
guardsmen had been ejected from 
the vehicle and two remained 
‘inside, according to the Sheriff's 
Department. 

The vehicle was a hum-vee, mil- 
itary officials said. The accident 
happened at about 12 noon. 

All four accident. victims were 
taken to Grayling Mercy Hospital. 
The driver was airlifted from 
Mercy to Munson Medical Center 
in Traverse Cily via North Flight 
EMS fixed-wing aircraft. He was 
listed in “critical condition.” 

Of the three other passengers, 
two were treated and released and

“bocal Catholic officials share findings with prosecutors: 


The Diocese of Gaylord 
announced June 10 it has completed 
a review of its files of priests who 
have served the diocese since it was 
established in {971. Prosecutors in 
all 21 counties of the diocese have 


teen contacted with results of the 


inspection regarding allegations 
involving pricsts and sexual mts- 
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conduct with minors. 

“We certainly share the concerns 
of the people for the safety and well 
being of children,” said Bishop 
Patrick R. Cooney. “Among the 
factors influencing our decision was 
a recognition that in order to move 
forward in the most appropriate 
manner, we had to have as thorough 
an understanding of the past as pox: 
sible.” 

The file examination revealed 
approximately 256 priests have 
served in parishes throughout the 
Diocese of Gaylord over the past 3] 
years, inctiding those who have 
served Grayling. 


The records show allegations of 


sexual misconduct of minors by 
seven assigned priests since forma- 
tion of the diocese 31 years ago 
have been deemed credible by 
diocesan policics. Three of the 
accused priests are deceased. The 
remaining four priests are no longer 
in active ministry, nor do they have 
faculties for public ministry. 
Additionally, there are two diocesan 
investigations of priests under way

Upon completion of its review of 
files, the diocese initiated contact 
with the prosecutors to voluntarily 
share information with them and to 
help alleviate any concerns on their 
part as lo past occurrences of sexual 
misconduct with minors in their 
respective countics, 

“We will continue to be in com- 
munication with one another,” 
Bishop Cooney said. “We want to 
be as cooperalive as we can {o 
assure everyone of our commitment 
to healing the wounds of the past 
and preventing the abuse of anyone 
in the future.” 

The process of reporting past alle- 
gations to the prosecutors was 
undertaken following discussion 
and agreement with the College of 
Consultors, a body of priests who 
are selected in accordance with 
Canon Law to provide advice to the 
Bishop as well as perform other 
duties, 

The latest action is just one of 
several measures being taken in the 
Diocese of Gaylord in light of the 
difficult circumstances — facing 
church leadership which has been 
the focus of allention across the 
country, indeed the world, over the 
past several months.

The Lovells Township Board and 
Crawford County Road 
Commission Board have both 
signed an agreement that will result 
in a $96,000 paving project on 
Shannon Road and DeVleig Road 
in Lovells. 

The project will include clearing 
of right-of-way, ditching, construc- 
tion of a 34-foot roadbed, and 
paving, according to the agreement. 
The paving work will result in two 
(2-foot travel lanes for a total of 24 
feet in width. 

The agreement was finatized on 
June 20 with the Road Commission 
Board’s signing. The Lovells 
Township Board approved the pro- 
ject on March 12. 

The Shannon Road/DeVleig 
Road project will be paid for by 
Lovells Township and the Road 
Commission in a ratio close to 
50/50. 

The Road Commission's share 
will come from funds allocated to 
Lovells Township. The Road 
Commission budgets a certain 
amount of money cach year (based 
on a formula involving population 
and miles of focal road) to 
Crawford County townships that is 
to be used for local road construc- 
lion projects. 

The townships choose the pro- 
jects, and they have to match the 
amount of allocated money pul 
forth by the Road Commisston.

HAPPY BIRTHDAY, America! 

On July 4, 2002, Americans cele- 
brate the birth of their nation 226 
years ago with parades, fireworks 
and a public holiday. The day off is 
uniformly welcomed throughout the 
nation. 

This year, a three judge federal 
court panel in California sent a 
rather unexpected buthday message. 

Just in time for America’s 
Independence Day birthday, the 

judges by a 2-1 vote ruted that the 
- Pledge of Allegiance has dubious 
- legal standing because it proclaims 
the United States is a single nation 
“under God.” 
The reference to God, according 
‘ to the court, amounts to government 
‘ endorsement of religion in violation 
of the U.S. Constitution. 

Therefore, students cannot recite 
the pledge in. public. schools.

THE PLEDGE OF Allegiance, of 
course, is not unconstitutional of 
itself. It’s just unconstitutional to 
use the pledge as a part of a public 
school regimen. 

The Pledge of Allegiance, after 
all, is only a patriotic verse, just as 
“God Bless America” is a patriotic 
song. The Pledge was composed in 
about 1890 by Francis Bellamy, a 
Baptist minister, 

Originally, it did not contain the 
phrase “under God.” That) was 
added by a Congressional resolution 
in 1954 at the persistent urging of a 
Michigan Congressman, Rep. Louis 
Rabaut of Wayne County, who had 
taken on changing the Pledge of 
Allegiance as a personal mission, 

Mr, Rabaut always counted the 
Pledge Amendment as his crowning 
achievement in a long political 
career. 

The Pledge of Allegiance has 


been recited regularly not only in 
schools, but in many other public 
places, too - by cily councils, town- 
ship boards, Congress tself -- as 
well as by private groups such as 
civic groups, veterans’ organiza- 
tions, and service clubs. 

There’s a real question whether 
aldermen, as public officials carry- 
ing out official duties in public 
buildings, can pledge allegiance for 
“one nation under God” while stu- 
dents cannot, Rotarians and 
Legionnaires probably are all right 
to continue if they choose.

THIS 1S NOT the end of the con- 
troversy, of course. The West Coast 
ruling by the Ninth U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals overturned a deci- 
sion by a lower court, which had 
dismissed the challenge. 

The case was brought by an emer- 
gency room physician -- who also is 


a graduate of the University of 
Michigan Law School and a self- 
proclaimed atheist -- who objected 
that his second grade daughter was 
forced to listen to the Pledge in 
school. 

Immediate reactions to the ruling 
were largely knee-jerk. The ruling 
was embraced by the expected 
forces on the left, and decried by the 
expected forces on the right. 

The California decision faces cer- 
tain appeal, and the final decision 
likely will come from the U.S. 
Supreme Court, sooner or later.

Are you a veleran? Do you know 
someone who ts? Do you have 
wartime experiences to recount? 
Would you like to learn more about 
our wartime history? The Veterans 
History Project is looking for peo- 
ple with stories to tell and for the 
people to interview them. Uncle 
Sam needs you! 

Congress recently authorized the 
Library of Congress to launch the 
Veterans History Project. The mis- 
sion of the' Project ‘is “to collect the 
memories, accounts, and documents 
of war veterans and of those who 
served in support of them during 
World War I, World War iI, and the 
Korean, Vietnam, and Galf wars, 
and to preserve their stories of expe- 
rience and service for future gener- 
ations.” 

Over the course of the last centu- 
ry, the Library of Congress’ 
American Folklife Center has 
sought to preserve our nation’s past 
by collecting documents detailing 
life in the United States. Many of 
the documents are audio recordings 
-- oral histories and the like -- of 
Americans from all walks of life 
that provide a firsthand glimpse into 
the events, routines, and habits that 
shaped their lives and our nation. 
As part of these efforts, the Library 
of Congress has recorded blues 
musicians in the heart of the 
Mississippi Delta, cowboys out 
West, and the chants of Native 
Americans, 

The Veterans History Project is in 
the same vein. The Library of 
Congress will create and maintain a 
comprehensive, searchable national 
catalog of all oral histories and 
other documentation collected as a 
result of the project. Some of the 
material will reside at the Library of 
Congress in Washington, D.C.; 
most of it will reside across the 
United State. It will all be accessi- 
ble in some fashion. The material 
collected will help current and 
future generations of Americans 
learn wartime history from the peo- 


_ ple who lived through it, 


We have [9 million living veter- 
ans in the United States, each day, 
though, we lose 1,500 of them. 
History is an evanescent thing. Each 
time a person dies, we lose an irre- 
placeable part of our history that he 
or she alone is capable of recount- 
ing. The Veterans History Project 
has made it a priority to gather and 
record the recollections artd insights 
of our most senior veterans, Such 


an effort is an ideal way for our 
nation to pay tribule to those who 
have helped keep our country free 
and whole. 

The success of this program 
depends on the participation of vol- 
unteers who can record and docu- 
ment the memories of our veterans 
and all those who supported them. 
Children can interview parents; 
grandchildren can interview grand- 
parents.” Neighbors, friends, ‘and 
fellow veterans can interview each 
other. Veterans’ organizations, his- 
torical societies, schools, libraries, 
church groups, and museum staff 
can help to coordinate efforts to 
record the memories, stories, and 
artifacts before they disappear. 

What an invaluable learning 
experience for everyone involved! 
And what a fitting time to get 
involved. A few weeks ago, on 
Memorial Day, we paused to pay 
tribute to those Americans who 
have given “the last full measure of 
devotion” defending America. 
More recently, we celebrated the 
225th birthday of the American flag, 
the history it represents, and the 
future it promises. Now, we pause 
once again, on the Fourth of July, 
this time to celebrate the 
Declaration of Independence and 
the founding of our country. 

The Veterans History Project web 
site, http://www.loc.gov/folklife/ 
vets/, contains a “project kit” that: 
includes everything individuals and 
groups need to begin recording the 
memories of the “the greatest gener- 
ation” and all other Americans who 
have defended our nation and its 
most cherished ideals, 

We need to preserve the experi- 
ences of those who have lived 
through war, whether they served 
on the front lines or the home front. 
To paraphrase Winston Churchill, 
from the highest to the humblest of 
wartime tasks, all have their part to 
play. 

Michigan has a long history of 
contributing to our nation’s com- 
mon defense. Millions of men ‘and 
women from our state have served 
in foreign military campaigns or 
have remained home and con- 
tributed to making Michigan the 
“Arsenal of Democracy.” 

I hope that many will help the 
Veterans History Project chronicle 
the stories of these Ametican 
heroes,

years has been introduced. Past 
project participants may pick-up 
the taller enclosures at McLean’s 
Ace Hardware in Grayling when 
their seedlings out-grow their orig- 
inal enctosures. This taller enclo- 
sure is black pve coated fencing 
material that will make the enclo- 
sure inconspicuous at the river's 
edge. The cost of this larger enclo- 
sures, along with three additional 
wooden stakes is $5 each. This 
expense Is partially subsidized by 
project supporters and McLean’s 
Ace Hardware. 

The northern — white-cedar 
seedlings along the river’s banks 
provide needed shade to maintain 
the cold water fishery. The pres- 
ence of the cedar sweepers at the 
water line provides protection for 
the fish, increases thé ‘amount of 
large woody debris in the water, as 
well as provides for the preserva- 
tion of the riverbank by locking in 
the soil, 

There is virtually no natural 
regeneration of northern white- 


cedar seedlings tn northern 
Michigan; mainly due to the 
tremendous deer populations. 


Many river property owners have 
long recognized the complete 
absence of any young cedars in our 
area, They have attempted to plant 
replacement cedar seedlings only 
to have the deer eat them again. 
Recognizing that this problem 
exists and a solution needed to be 
found, volunteer members of the. 
AuSable River System Property 
Owners Association (ARSPOA) 
pre-packaged northern white-cedar 
seedlings into a “planting kit.” 
Included in this planting kit were: 
10 northern white-cedar seedlings, 
protective enclosures, wooden 
stakes, ties to secure fence; and 
complete planting instructions. 
Volunteer committee members 
included: Bernie Fowler, Ed Parks, 
Don Zelenka, Rodney Ney, Ralph 
Rucinski and chairman Howard N.

The Lake Margrethe Property 
Owners Association (LMPOA) con-

The association knows that there 
is milfoil in the lake, but not where, 
precisely, or how much. 

“It has been found, it is in the 
lake,” said Howard Wandell of 
Michigan State University’s 
Fisheries and Wildlife Department. 
“Now we’re trying to find out

Eurasian Watermilfoil is an 
aquatic plant not native to the 
United States. “It probably got 
transported here via ocean trans- 
port, and one of the first places it 
got established was in the Great 
Lakes.

Bob Mowery of Frederic is one 
of the few people in Michigan who 
create art out of antlers - in fact he 
knows of only two others in the 
state. 

About seven years ago he saw an 
example of antler carving in

thought he could do a better job and 
he began to spend an hour or two 
carving after he got home from dri- 
ving a semi rig. About three and 
one-half years ago Mowery retired, 
after 30 years of driving, and he 
and his wife moved to Frederic, 
where he began carving five to 
seven hours a day. 

Mowery said he is self taught and 
begins by sketching out what he 
intends to carve. On elk and deer 
anilers he begins carving with a 
high speed cutting tool that sounds 
like a dentist’s drill. The bits range 
from needle sized to nearly one- 
sixteenth of an inch in diameter, 
and they are about 1/4 inch long 
when secured in the tool. Once the 
figures are roughed out he uses a 
slightly bigger culling tool to 
remove the parts of the antler | 
directly behind the figures, so that 
the figures stand out in relief. 

If he is carving a moose or cari- 
bou antler, the process usually 
begins with his scroll saw so com- 
plete sections of the antler can be 
removed. He then moves on to the 
smaller tools just as if he were 
carving deer anders. 

Because antler is very hard any- 
thing done to it (whether with a 
scroll saw or a high speed culling 
1001) takes a long Gime and a lot of 
patience. Tt usually takes between 
one and one-half to (wo weeks to 
carve one of the simpler designs 
because of the hardness of the 
antlers. 

Once he has the background 
carved oul sufficiently, he blends 
powered chalk and using tiny 
brushes, brushes it into the remain- 
ing surface which is somewhat 
porous (he says the center of an clk 
antler resembles shredded wheat in

He then vacuums off the excess 
chalk. Because the surface is so 
porous, Mowery has to repeat this 
procedure several times to achieve 
the desired effect. 

Once he has the carving com- 
plete he mounts it on a wooden 
base which he has finished. He 
may use several pieces of wood to 
form the base. On top of the wood 
he places a smooth cross-section of 
antler and mounts the finished 
carving lo the: cross section. 
Sometimes ofher details are added 
tothe base. © 

Mowery said that about 95% of 
the antlers he works with comes 


from anUers which have been shed.” 


He does receive antlers from 
hunters, including a buffalo head 
and antlers that he will be working 
on in the next few months. 

Some of his customers tell him 


what they want and others leave it | 


up to him to decide what would be 
best for that particular antler. 
Unless he happens to have a few 
pieces waiting to be picked up in 
his shop, the customer only gets to 
see the one piece he has managed 
to keep. He does have a spectacu- 


lar set of photographs of each of the , 


projects he has done though. ‘These 
pictures are so good that when he 
recently displayed them ala show 
at Shanty Creek, for people who 
raise elk and deer in Michigan, 
within a few days he had received 
three calls asking for every piece he 
had not already sold. Since then, 
he has been working on commis- 
sion and ts booked for the next few 
months, although he says if there is 
a very special reason, he can 
squeeze one in. 

He said the most difficult piece 
he has done, was a set of antlers 
from a 10 point buck that had been 
shot in 1932, because the antlers 
were so old and very brittle. He 
carved eagle heads on the ends of 
the tines and said the pear! color 
that resulted from the carving was 
perfectly set off by the darkly 
weathered rack. 

Recently Mowery received a call 
from a couple driving down I-75. 
They asked if they could come to 
see him because they had been 
given his name and were told they 
should check him out. They were 
touring Michigan looking for 
things that are unique and selecting 
the best to be included in a book to 
be called Michigan Curiosities. 
After looking at his work, the cou- 
ple told Mowery his work would 
definitely be included in the book.

So far they have pictures of 
eagles, a variety of hawks and of 


course, mammals like coyotes have 
also come to the blinds. 

He has also added scenic shots to 
his repertoire 
sailboats on Higgins Lake and 
canoes on the nearby South Branch 
of the AuSable River. 

Most of his photographs show a 
slice of life tn Crawford County.

Jeremy usually takes only one 
camera when he goes to a blind on 
his property. When he travels away 
from the home, he always takes al 
least two cameras.

the cameras continue to improve. 

He previously developed his own 
negatives and made the prints, but 
now farms those processes out, 
When the film comes back from the 
processor, Jeremy scans cither the 
negative or picture into his comput- 
er to get just the effect and size he 
wants. After printing the picture, he 
mats the prints and turns them over 
to Lois. 

Jeremy said a successful nature 
photographer first has to know the 
habitat occupied by the type of ani- 
mal to be photographed. The habits 
of the animal have to be Icarned and 
patience is needed. Once in posi- 
tion in the blind, the photographer 
may be extremely lucky and the ani- 
mal shows up within a short period 
of time. Nearly all of the time the 
wail will be several hours or, in 
some cases, days, he said.

Milfoil colonies can grow into 
large, thick mats. The plant masses 
can make swimming difficult or 
impossible and it can even get thick 
enough at the surface to cause prob- 
lems for boat propellers. Anglers 
are not able to fish through it, if itis 
allowed to get thick enough. 

Wandell and Sendek both partici- 
pated in last Wednesday’s lake- 
mapping project on Margrethe, join- 
ing about 20 LMPOA members for 
the endeavor. The undertaking actu- 
ally began on Tuesday night with a 
plant-identifying session — with 
Wandell, who showed participants 
how to identify Eurasian 
Watermilfoil, native milfoil, and 
other piants that were likely to be 
found in Margrethe during the oper- 
ation. 

On Wednesday morning, the 
LMPOA members, helpers, and 
Wandell and Sendek took to the lake 
to collect plant data. Using global 
positioning system (GPS) monitors, 
the lake-mappers checked the plant 
life at points every 0.2 mile all 
around the edge of Lake Margrethe. 

Participants used a rake device on 
a rope to gather plant life from | 
foot, 5 feety and: 10 feet of water at 
each research site, Plants gathered 
were identified* and noted in log 
sheets according to prevalence, 
“sparse,” “moderate,” or “heavy.” 
At each depth, a plant life sample 
was taken from four different direc- 
tions, GPS coordinates were record- 
ed for each sampling. 

Several different plants were 
found during the sampling work, 
including native milfoil and 
Eurasian milfoil. 

The Eurasian milfoil was most 
immediately evident at what used to 
be a boat launch at Camp Grayling, 
perhaps not surprisingly, since the 
milfoil is spread primarily through 
boats and boat trailers. (The boat 
Jaunch dock was recently removed. 
Access to it had been cut off after 
new fencing was installed all 
around Camp Grayling following 
increased camp security after 
September 11.) 

The LMPOA now has to go 
through its recently-collected data 
and figure out a course of action. 

There are two basic ways used to 
combat Eurasian Watermilfoil: her- 
bicides or weevils. 

A special kind of weevil — one 
that likes 10 eat Eurasian 
Watermilfoil — can be introduced 
into infested areas to help keep mil- 
foil levels at an acceptable level. 
The weevils cost about $1-$1.25 for 
each individual insect. 

“We've seen some very favorable 
results with the weevil on VanEtten 
Lake and Lake St. Helen,” Sendek 
said. “The process has seen a 
tremendous reduction in milfoil.” 

A variety of chemical herbicides 
can also be used to kill Eurasian 
Watermilfoil. “There are several 
different types (of herbicides for 
milfoil), but they usually kill other 
plants,” Sendek said. “You have to 
be careful of the concentration. 
They can do spot treatments with 
some types,” 

Either way, it can be an expensive 
process depending on how much 
milfoil is present in a_ lake. 
Houghton Lake is in the middle of a 
multi-million dollar project to get 
its milfoil situation under control. 

Sendek said Lake Margrethe has, 
at this point, no where near the 
amount of milfoil that Houghton 
Lake does. Houghton Lake is not 
particularly deep, and a low water 
depth can help foster milfoil growth 
since the plant doesn’t have far to 
go to reach sunlight, Wandell said. 

“Hopefully we can get on this 
before it even gets close to how bad 
Houghton Lake is,” Sendek said. 

_LMPOA President Joe Porter said 
the association hopes to start some 
type of milfoil treatment next 
spring. In the meantime, LMPOA is 
taising honey for the. treatment,

Saturday, June 22 

MERRITT — The track was a 
muddy mess when racecars began 
arriving at Merritt Speedway on 
Saturday.
